Ages. Arab merchants carried it aa far asthe 
coast of Africa, where frayments have beon 
found at Madagascar and upon the coast 
of bhe-Bomalis; it is found, too, among 
the prosents. sent by. the Fgyptian Sol- 
tans to the soraieignt of Europe.’ Mares | 
Polojzspeaks of thé ‘porcelain made: at, 
Zaytonfin Fubkien, and an incense butter 
said to have belonged | to the -Yone- 
tian? traveller is found in the’ Louvte 
Museum at. Paris, It is an octagon 
in white porcelain from Pubkion and 
of the epoch of the Sung dynasty. 
After. exporting the porcelain sold on 
the market of the Far East, the Dutch, 
imitated by others, ordered special deco- 
rations,.’ Manufactured at Kin-in-chen, 
in Kiang-si, the porcelain was gonerlly 
painted at Canton. There i is, for example, 
in the Grandidier collection o large dish of 
porcelain having at the bottom che boat 
Vryburg, commanded by Capt. Jacob 
Ryyik in Chinn in 1756. Usually only the 
arms of the destinator wore painted on the 
bottom of the plate or on the side of the 
vase. The missionaries followed the example 
of the Company of the Indies; in the Guimot 
Museum at Sovre3 can be seen dishes, 
saucers, and cups ornamented with pictures 
done in white and ‘black, and touched up 
with gold of portraits of saints, religious

Most anticipate that 
the next railway to be acquired will bo the 
French onato Yunnon-fu, It is believed: 
there -will be no great reluctance on the 
partef the French to cede it on terma, 
Railways hore cought on wonderfally in 
China, and their success scems to hayo in= 
duead the’ Chit pe to “beliave.they eau do 
anything in such matters.

ALICE MEMORIAL HOSPITAL. 


—— 


Annual Finance Committee { 


Meeting. 


At the Alice Memorial Hospital on 
Friday evening the Hon, MrE. A. Irving, 
Registrar-General, presided over the 
annual meeting of the Finance Committee 
ef the Alice Memorial Hospital, and the 
Ho’ Min Ling Hospital. Those present 
foclided Dr J. C. Thompson, Rev. 
Pource, Rov. Fi. R. Wolla, Mosava D. W. 
Otaddock, A. Muckenzie, J. W. B. Bonnar, 
H.R. Phelips, S. W. Tso, Choa Leep Chee, 
Pun Yio Chun, tho Hon Dr Ho Kai, and 
the secretary, Dr R. MacLean Gibson. 

Mr Phelips, treasurer, explained the 
yarious items contained in the balance 
shoot, and said he regretted that ho was 
compelled to resign his post, Shortly, he 
~was going north on an annual tour, and on 
the termination of that tour he hoped to 
proceed on Jeave of absance. He regrett 
that he had been unable to give as much 
time as ho would wish to the work of 
troasurer, but this was impossible owing to 
an increase of work in his own department, 
Ha felt grateful to Dr Gibson for the able 
assistance that goutioman jhad given him 
during tho time he acted a4 treasurer. For 
about fiva months the doctor did practically 
all the work for him. - He suggested as his 
successor Mr F, BM. L, Crawford who, he 
was informed; had kindly consented to act 
for the ensuing year (Applause). 

‘The Chairman proposed the adoption of 
the report. : 

Mr Chos Leep Chee seconded, and the 

+ motion was agroed to. ‘ 

Mr Phelips proposed the election of Mr 
Cravford for the position of treasurer in 
the ensuing year. 

Mr Mackenzie seconded and the proposi- 
tion was carricd. 

Mr J. W, ©, Bonnar said he had much 
pleasure in proposing a hearty vote o 
thanks to the retiring treasurer, and be 
was gure that all regreticd that ho was 
going to leave them, ‘Those present would 
wiah him a pleasant timo while on leave, 
and he believed that they were propared to 
thank him for,tho work he had done, also 
Mr Wood who had andited the accounts. 

- Hon Mr 5, A. Irving said it had given 
him great pleasure to occupy—he would 
not say to fill—the chair on the present 
_oveasion; all the more ao, a9 it allowed him 
to study with more attention then he other- 
wise should have done, the very clear state- 
mont of accounts, and tho very clear state. 
mont which accompanied them, both of 
which were embodied in the report. It 
uppeared to him, judging from the figures 
and the statement given that the hospitals, 
if not in altogether flourishing condi- 
tion, were at any rate proceeding on their 
course in » way that could not be con- 
sidered otherwise than satisfactary. He 
noticed that the figures for new pationts 
and indoor patients, as well as the figures 
for total attendance, were very much 
an thoy were lust year. The revenue also 
remained: bout thé same, about $10,000, 
These figures wore in themselves not un- 
satisfactory, but it was obvious that a more 
ermanent source of income was highly 
sirable, The part of the report which 
most particularly interested him was the 
matornity work. Speaking as Registrar. 
General, this seemed to him a work -of 
supreme importance. He had been. ap- 
pointed by the Government chairman of the 
committee to report on the dumping prac- 
tico, which was very provalent in Hong- 
kong. It pleased him to say, however, tho 
habit had been vere largely checked. But 
it had been made quite plain that o 
yery large porcontage of the ,bodies 
Whua cost away wera bodies of pre- 
mature birth—children who were thrown 
‘into the streeta by the ignorance of. 
ents and the incompetence of midwives. 

‘ho work done by the eight midwives of 

, this hospital was beyond praise ; there wera. 
something like one thousand cases in which 
they had attended women outaido, besides 

200 in hospital. :He thought, however, 
that there was an enormous work etill to

annual axpunditure is required to meot 
the neods of these cases. In the eys- 
departmont thore have been treated, 1,508 
out-patienta (new cases), and of that 
number 801 were cases of Trachoma, 216 
in-patients and 169 eye operations por- 
formed. Spacial oye cliniquas are now held 
atthe Alico Memorial Hospital on Mon- 
days, Wodnesdays and Fridays at lam, 
at Nothorsole Hospital on Saturdays at 11 

and Yaumati Dispensary on Thursdays 
‘at 2.30 pom, Outdopr visiting by the 
senior studeuts under the supervision of 
the Superintendent will be begun in March, 
1909. There are. many patients unable to 
pay for medical attendance and too weak 
to attend at, tho outpatient room, who 
would bo benefitted by being visited in 
their own homes, Pationta residing in on 
area within the following limits, N. 78, 
$ Caine Road, E. Wyndham Street and 
Pedder Street. W. Clavarly Street and 


‘Tank Lane, who send in their names before 
10 am,, will be visited the same day. 
The Alico Memorial Maternity Hospital 
was opened in June, 1904, and year by 
year there has been a steady increase 
in the number of pationts treated. “The 
Government provides maiatenes for siz 
pupil-midwives who, after completion of 
two years training in tho ternity 
Hospital, aro examined and their nanses 
entered in the Government Register. 
Fight Chinese midwives have already been 
placed at’ various centres in tho olony, 
and working under. the euperrision of Dr 
Sibree, have this year attended 1,033 
cases. The total number of midwifery 
cases in the. Maternity Hospital sinee the 
opening ne been 419, cases attended at 
homes by pupil-midwives, 233, and_ cases 
attended: by the Government «Midwives 
1826, making a total of 2,477 midwifery 
cases treatod. It is very gratifying to those 
who by their generosity made such work 
possible, thatthe hospital and those trained 
there, have so quickly gained the con- 
fidence of the Chineso women, Miss Stewart 
has had five nurses in the Nethersolo 
Hospital, Tho nurses chosen bave all had 
a fair: Chinese education, so that they 
are able to read elementary books on 
Physiology, and Midwifery. When-train- 
ing of nurses wad began fifteon years ago 
eby the la'e Mr Stevens, it was very difficult 
to obtain women willing to undertake such 
work but noy we have many applicants a6 
vacancies vecut, ‘Twenty-soven students 
attended tho College of Medicine and five 
Lreceived their Diplomas. : Two of these, 
Mr Wong Chung Yik and Mr Sea Foon, 
have procosded to Edinburgh Univorsity to 
continue their medical studies ; both: are 
men of ability and good character aud we 
have every confidence that they will 
do credit’ to the Hongkong College of 
Medicine. ; 


The income for the year has heen, 
general donations, $9,996.03, special dona- 
tions $1,055, Hospital Sunday $676.74, 
and the total income (including interest 
on invested funds) $14,442.55. ‘Tho work- 
ing oxpenses of the hospitals have boon 
curtailed os much as possible, but a dehit- 
balanco of $4,351 remains to be cleared off 
during 1909, Tho hospitals roquiro many 
new surgical instruments and fittings and 
we trust that we may soon be ina posl- 
tion. to bring our, surgical equipment 
up to the noeds of modern surgery, 
We have specially. to thank Mr Chan 
Chek-U and Mr Chan Kung U> for 
generously bearing tho cost: of installing 
electrio light and fitting for ‘the. X Rays 
apparatus ‘into all the hospitals, Dr G."M. 

farston for special donation, and . Mrs
